Chick  Production 


Commercial  hatcheries  produced  176,249,  000  chicks  during  December  1961-- 
down  1  percent  from  Decenaber  i960.     Production  of  broiler-type  chicks  at 
155,  697,  000  was  down  1  percent  from    December  a  year  earlier.     The  preliminary 
estimate     of  broiler-type  chicks  produced  during  I96l  totaled  2,  112,043,000 
compared  with  1,  965,  504,  000  in  l960--an  increase  of  7  percent.     Eggs  in  incu- 
bators on  January  1,    1962  indicate  that  the  hatch  of  broiler  chicks  in  January 
will  be  about  the  same  as  in  January  196l. 

The  number  of  egg-type  chicks  hatched  during  December  I96l  totaled 
20,552,000,   up  2  percent  from  December  I960.     Production  during  l96l  totaled 
523,  335,  000,    up  9  percent  from  i960.     Eggs  in  incubators  on  January  1,    1962 
indicate  that  the  January  1962  hatch  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  January  last  year. 


Poult  Production 


The  hatch  of  turkey  poults  during  December  I96l  was  considerably  less  than  in 
December  i960.     Production  of  heavy  white  breeds  totaled  1,  794,  O00--down  7  per- 
cent from  December  I960.     Other  heavy  breed  poults  produced  at  581,  000  were 
down  64  percent.     For  the  year  196l,    the  hatch  of  all  heavy  breeds  totaled 
99,  932,  000,    21  percent  more  than  in  i960.     Heavy  white  production  was  up  38  per- 
cent.    Other  heavy  breed  production  was  up  13  percent. 

The  number  of  light  breed  poults  hatched  in  December  1961  totaled  327,  000-- 
down  63  percent  from  December  i960.  The  hatch  for  the  year  totaled  12,  120,  000, 
about  the  same  as  in  I960. 

Eggs  in  incubators  on  January  1,    1962  indicate  that  the  hatch  of  heavy  white 
breeds  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  January  last  year.     The  indications  for  other 
heavy  and  light   breeds  are  for  considerably  smaller  hatches  than  in  January  last 
year.
